Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  report  called  for  by  resolution 
of  House  of  Representatives  of  April  10,  1866,  received  April  11,  1866. 

This  report,  commenced  at  once,  Avas  finished  May  10,  1866,  and  embraces  a 
list  of  manufacturers  Avho  are  or  have  been  authorized  to  furnish  artificial  limbs 
to  soldiers  at  the  expense  of  the  government,  with  the  names  and  residence  of 
each  soldier  so  supplied,  the  character  of  limb,  and  cost,  covering  110  sheets  of 
medium  paper;  it  embraces  6,075  cases,  auz  :  Arms,  2,134;  legs,  3,784;  hands, 
44;  feet,  9;  apparatus,  104;  total,  6,075,  at  a  cost  of  $357,728.
